transmitting the application, the permission and the identification infomiation to the a 
device using a modification detection technique; 

determining whether the application was modified during transmission; 
storing a rule on the device; 

determining if the application may be process using the permission and the rule; and 
removing the application from the device.

initiating the execution of the application on the wireless device; 
monitoring the execution of the application; 

detecting the application attempting to make an improper operation; and 
removing the application from the wireless device.

19. (Original) The method of claim 16, wherein the identification information is 
determined by the wireless device.
